Workshop for 4 hours on a Saturday morning. Representatives from Zumbro Valley Health Center, Workforce 
Development, and Olmsted County Public Health attended to share information about their programs. In exchange they 
were provided a tour of our office and learned more about the services EPS of Rochester provides. We also had a 
Thursday evening volunteer meeting in April with a Fernbrook Family Center representative. These types of sessions are 
great for raising awareness on both sides and for establishing/maintaining a collaborative relationship with other agencies. 
Many donations of baby and maternity clothing came in during this quarter; a great benefit to our clients who are always in 
need! Focused advertising efforts on Facebook and Instagram, and during May about 144 new people "Liked" and began 
"Following" our group page on Facebook. Had a productive Grantee Site Visit in June and always appreciate Mary's 
suggestions and positive comments.
